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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has forwarded two assertions in his 
response- that the support member is not a lead frame and that there is no pressure or stress provided by the pins of the prior art 
Japanese references. Firstly, the examiner reads the element 2 as reading on a lead frame as it is connected to the leads and supports 
the chip. As to the second issue, the pin support structure does indeed provide some stress or pressure on the lead frame as it is 
designed to retain the lead frame 2 in a set horizontal position(See Figures 4 and 5 of JP'282). Therefore, for these reasons the 
examiner finds applicant's arguments unpersuasive.. 
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
